Church of the Holy Ghoft and the Heidel- 
berg Catechifm, declared to the Minifters of the 
Said four Proteftant Powers, that they were to have 
his Refolution communicated to them in a Day or 
two. A Maufoleum or Caftrum Doloris is ereBin 
here in the Church of the Carmelites, for folemni- 
zing the Obfequies for the late Emprefs Mother ; 
the Ele&tor was advifed by fome of the Popifh Cler- 
gy to have them performed in the Church of the 
Holy Ghoft, which they call the Church of the 
Court ; but his Eleftoral Highnefs for certain Con- 
fiderations refufed it.: This Court has a double 
Mourning at prefent, having received Advice by an 
Exprefs from Sultzbach, that the Countefs Palatine 
of that Name died there on the 27th paft: That. 
Princefs was a Daughter of the prefent Landgrave 
of Heffe Rheinfels, and Confort to Theodorus the 
efent Count Palatine of Sultzbach, who had by 
Fee befides other Children, the Hereditary Prince 
of that Family, married to the Ele&tor’s Daughter, 
and now at this Court. 
‘Bruffels, Feb. 12. On the 5th Inftant, two 


Ordinances ef the Emperour were publickly affixed 


here : The firft is dared the 3d of December 1718, 
annulling three Decrees iffued by the Council of 


Brabant in June of the fame Year, againft the new 


Deans, then nominated inthe Room of thofe who 
refuled to take the additional Oath ordered by the 
Regulation of 1700 : The other Ordinance beate 
Date the 21ft of Oftober, 1719, whereby the 
Deans of the Nations or Corporations are ordered 
to take the faid Oath, on Penalty of being banifh- 
ed the Country, and of Confifcation of their E- 
ftates. The Deans were fummoned .purfuant to 
thefe Ordinances, to appear the next:Day at the 
Town-Houfe, in order to take the Oath above- 
mentioned : Having appeared accordingly, the Or- 
dinances were read, and the Peofionary of Brabant 
put the Queftion to them, whetber they would 
conform to the Tenour thereof ? To which they 
anfwered, That were fubmit to 
the Sovereign's Orders ; and feverally took the 
Oath as it was adminiftred to them. After which, 
they were acquainted on the Part of the Regency, 
that they are at Liberty for the future to make Re- 
prefentations, provided it be done in a proper man- 
ner : And fo this Affair, which for fome a paft 
occafioned fo many dangerous Difturbances, is at 
prefent terminated: to the Satisfaction of the Go- 
vernment. Detachments of the Regiment of Dra- 
goons of Vehlen are patrolling through the Streets, 
to keep the Popalace in Awe. On the 17th Infant, 
15 Perfons were feized at Mechlin, who were the 
Ringleaders in the Tumult which happened these 
in the Year 1718 5 the Government had taken the 
Precaution firft to caufe feveral Detachments of the 
neighbouriog Garcifons to march thither, but 
paffed without the leaft Diforder : It is believed 
thefe Forces will continue there till the Offenders 
are tried and fentenced.
